Attacks His Keepers and Bests a Dozen 


Policemen and a Number of Prison 


Wardens—The Exploits of ihe 


Prisoner Beforo Caoture. 


LONDON, Nov. jil.— There was heLi at 


tlio OKI Bailey, before Judge Hawkins, 
one of tlio inoBt remarkable trials ia tho 
history oi British jurisprudence. It was 
the trial, on tho charge of blackmail, of 
u mysterious individual known ns tho 
"French Colonel," as "Lt; Maraud," and 
iisi "Briseoriy Grant," and UH "Cupt An- 
derson," and us "Charles Grunt." This 
distinguished goullenmu'a real numo is 
not known. He says he is a Dane, hut 
the police buliuvo him to be a well- 
known American criminal vvho has 
"worked" both tlie United States and 
Europu for years past, aud who has 
miulo lar^o sums of money by his 
operations as a "knight of industry." 
There ai e ;i number of charges piled 
up ug:t,iiiht the "French colonel," but 
tho ouo which ho was ])laced on trial 
for wud that of threatening to murder 
thu iJiu'oness Jiolsover, who resides in 
one of tho most aristocratic quarters of 
London, No. 13 Grosvunor place, and 
with also threatening to murder Lady 
.lossel, tlio widow of the late master of 
the rolls.

GROWING MORE KIND 


Chili Not So Ajoxioua for War aa 


She Was 


&FTEH CONSIDERING THE SITOATIOH. 


Tha United Stales Navy More Foimuia- 


Ha Than Thoy Thought—The Trial 


of the Valparaiso Rioters 


in Progress. 


VALPABAISO, Nov. SI.—The corre- 


spondent of the United Press has made 
Bpecial inquiries to ascertain, the condi- 
tion of public feeling on the subject of 
the difficulty with the United States. 
He finds that the fiery sentiment which 
prevailed against Americans has con- 
siderahly cooled down. The Chilians 
talk more rationally as to tho American 
demand for redress, and there is u 
growing disposition to see that jxistice 
is dona to those who assaulted the 
American sailors, and killed two of them. 
Undoubtedly the report telegraphed 
froiti New York of the formidable lieet 
said to ho on its way to Pacific waters 
has something to do with the change o£ 
sentiment in Valparaiso at least. The 
people here are not anxious for a bom- 
bardment. 
They have come to the con- 


clusion that the United States is iu 
earnest, and the 
more 
intelligent 


among them have taken pains to ascer- 
tain something about America's power 
and resources. They understand now 
that 
if 
Americans 
bhould 
decide 


upon a bombardment, 
they 
would 


not be deterred by interference of 
other 
nations 
in 
behalf 
of 


Chili, and that tlie Chilians would have 
to take care of themselves. Conse- 
quently Americans are treated with 
more respect, and there is no disposi- 
tion to do violence to American officers 
or seamen. 
Capt 
Schley's conduct 


meets with univeral praise. He has 
been calm and deliberate under tho 
most provoking circumstances, and this 
combined v ith'dignity and firmness,has 
won him tho respect even of the lower 
and less intelligent as well as the su- 
perior classes. 


The evidence io the preliminary in- 


quiry as to tho attack on the sailors is 
Said' to be complete.

method of examination is peculiar, and 
somqtrhat resembles tho French. f\\c 
magistrate has each person accused oi-

no- doubt that in 
tome 
instances 


physical torture is applied, although 
the law forbids it. Daring the recent 
struggle neither side hesitated to use 
tortures of the most horrible kind In 
order to ostort confession, and in most 
cases the Chilian police wink at such 
modes. Thore is no reason to believe 
that any of the Chilians implicated iii 
this riot have been t9rtured. On the 
contrary, the general report fe that 
their treatment has boon very mild, 
and that Judge of Crimed Foster has 
not been anxious to elicit facts that 
would strengthen the cases ot the 
United States. 


The deliberate or final examination 


is going on to-day befors Judge Foster, 
with the American consul present, and 
the result is awaited with much inter- 
est. 
It is said that the court excul- 


pated the Chilian police from any share 
in the outrage. 
The police claim that 


they did not use undue violence and 
only acted for tho preservation of the 
peace. 


Although nearly three months have 


elapsed since the downfall of Balma- 
ceda, not only the judicial and police 
authorities, but also the new congress 
are occupied chiefly with the prosecu- 
tion of Balmaceda's adherents. 


Congress has ordered a suit to be in- 


stituted against Encioa, one of the 
leading associates of Balmaceda, lor 
his share in the emission of 345,000,000 
of bank notes as a currency during the 
revolution. It is claimed that the emis- 
sion was illegal and that the money 
was expendpd for. many unlawful pur- 
poses, besides the ajloged treasonable 
one of carrying on war against the 
congresslonalists, The issue of this 
money has been a curse to Chilian trade, 
in that it has greatly unsettled values 
and caused confusion in the settlement 
of debts. The money continues to cir- 
culate, and after President-elect Montt 
is inaugurated some decisive action will 
probably be taken in relation to it.

PBBL IS 1-BISON. 


He Speeds a Day In the "Old 


Libby" Jail at Chicago. 


While Sheriff Peter Perl waa serving 


bia ^country bravely in the late war he 
was captured by the Rebels, and with a 
psrty of other "Yanks" was incarcerated 
in old Libby Prison at Biohmond, Va, 
One day he stepped close to the windows 
to have a look at the river in tbe distance. 
The gaard was watching him, and he 
called to Perl to get book or he would 
shoot. Perl heard the click of the gun- 
lock, and he gat back. It was kind injtbe 
Esbsl to warn him, and Peter has ever 
been grateful to hiai; he was pretty close 
to passing in his checks that day, and 
had the bullet been teat instead of the 
words of warning, Peter would never hive 
Lentil of Decatur, of the undertaking 
business, the duties ot coroner, the 
sheriff's office, nor Crawford, whom he 
sent over the river so cleverly an J swiftly 
last March. 


The other day the sheriff was in Chi- 


cago trying to find a portable chair for 
bis invalid son, and while there he took 
occasion ;to call around on Wobsah Ave- 
nue and go through the old prison, which 
local capitalists bought and moved to 
Chicago. Ha paid his SO cants, entered 
the outer portals and when be got inside 
the walls he at once recognized the old 
tobacco hones which was so hateful to 
Union prisoners during the war. The 
sheriff can talk by the hour ot what he 
saw and was told by the glib lecturer, 
but what interested him most was the 
eight of that memorable window near 
which he stood that day when the Bebel 
guard told him to get back. He caught 
himself looking out again, expecting to 
see the guard with gan in hand. The 
visit also recalled to his mind many 
scenes ot suffering and jolity within the 
prison walls. He remained as long as 
his limited time would permit, and left 
the historical building reluctantly. 
Twelve Miles of Graveled Road. 
Drummer Township, Ford County, in 


which is situated the village of Gibson, 
now has twelve miles of graveled rooms, 
and land has advanced there in conse- 
quence fully 815 per acre. These roads 
have cost the township not to exceed 
81,000 per mile and have been made 
within the past three years. They are 
made iu certain specified places upon 
patitiou of the citizens of that locality. 
The Board of Highway Commissioners 
act upon this petition und if it is granted 
the levy is ordered made by the County 
Clerk, and is collected us are the other 
tnxee. 
The people of that townsbip 


highly appreciate these roads nnd ore 
determined to gradually extend them, 
until all the townsbip roads are graveled. 
Ot course some old fogies oppose these 
improvements nnd prefer the old mud 
rotide, but nobody pays any attention to 
them, so their adverse talk amounts to 
nothing. Two miles of these roads have 
been built this past summer at a cost of 
little loss than 82,000.
